In one way 
It seems most appropriate that the 
king of the Hedjaz, who has now been 
proclaimed caliph by one section of the 
Moslem world, should ha\e this honor. 
For his capital and residence Is Mecca, 
the unquestioned holy city nnd point of 
pilgrimage for the whole Mohninmednn 
world, from Xatal to China, and from 
Borneo to Solia. 


Geography conspires with religion to 


make Hedjaz remote. Before the war 


end of entliti- to 
region had been less accurately 


mapped and contained more untrav- 
ersed areas than Arabia. This seclu- 
sion, In central Arabia, arises from the 
vast desert area; Arabia's far west, or 
Hedjaz, is a hermitage for other rea- 
sons.

ITV'S GREAT UEXISFACTOK. 
The first to make use of vaccina- 


tion as a preventive of smallpox was 
Dr. Edward Jenner, who was born at 
Berkeley, England, 175 years ago to- 
day. While vaccination is now upheld 
by nearly all "regular" 
physicians, 


and condemned only by the heretics 
of the ii'cdical world, the. reverse was 
true when Jcnncr was engaged in 
preaching and practicing the benefits 
of vaccination. No medical discovery 
in history, perhaps, met with such 
violent opposition. "The lowest scrib- 
blers, excited by political animosity, 
never vented such coarse, 
illiberal 


-absurdities, as the learned physicians 
who opposed vaccination," says one 
writer. It was freely predicted by th° 
medical men that the'introduction of 
"a 
bestial humor in the 
human 


frame" would cause humans to as- 
sume the appearance of cattle, and 
the anti-vaccination literature pub- 
lished in the years following Jcnner's 
discovery in 1795 was freuently il- 
lustrated with pictures of 
ox-faced 


boys 
and 
cow-manged girls. The 


clergy joined the medical men in de- 
nouncing the practice, and one emi- 
nent minister asserted that smallpox 
was a visitation of heaven, while cow- 
pox was produced by "wicked 
and 


impious men" and that vaccination 
was "an attempt to wrest out of the 
hands ot the Almighty the divine dis- 
pensations of Providence." 
And that 


was only a little more than a century 
ago!

Varnish of New Car I* 


Helped by Cold Water 


"Toe finish of many cars Is literally 


ruined by the lack of washing, and the 
essential knowledge of knowing how 
to clean them," says J. P. Gibson, a 
California expert 


"The varnish of a new car Is bene- 


fited and hardefttd by washing with 
clear cold water, but mud that Is al- 
lowed to dry upon the body takes the 
oil from the varnish and leaves the 
finish mottled and streaky. Dirt Is not 
the only eneny, for gases from the 
garage and' even the atmosphere of 
some towns attack the finish of the 
car that Is not frequently washed. 


"Begin by cleaning the top. Take a 


good stiff brush and remove the dust, 
then either sponge It, or use a soft 
cloth with warm water and pure soap. 
A chamois kept especially for tbe pur- 
pose will tend to hasten the drying, 
and the top must not be folded until It 
is thorooghly dry. 


"In cleaning the body, be sure to 


remove the nuizle of the hose and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This will ferns to wash off most of the 
dust and also loosen the mod. In cases 
where the car Is very dirty It Is best 
to do this and then let It stand for a 
few minutes before going over It again 
with the hose. Then take a soft sponge 
and follow the cose over the body."
